Lessened working Hours are a development'of the twen¬ 
tieth century. The old twelve to fourteen hour day, yield¬ 
ed to the ten to twelve. The ten to twelve, was followed 
by the eight* to (ten. With the recent mechanical develop¬ 
ments the houhs have been gradually shortened till the 
five hour day is in sight. 

This however does not mean a lessening of production. 
Neither does it mean^that there is the relative lessening 
in labor service implied by the hours of work. Modern la¬ 
bor is highly concentrated and of an intensity unknown 
in an earlier age . 

Shortened working houfs make the laborer keener and 
more efficient, more able to do well what he has to do. 

And shortened working nours may be necessary to pro¬ 
vide litlior for more people and to divide more efficiently 
the world’s labor. 

The five-hour-day gives greatly increased leisure time, 
which must be spent, and should be spent profitably and 
enjoyably. 

Leaders are looking ahead to this period of more uni¬ 
versal leisure, and for that reason they advocate a “train¬ 
ing in leisure” amongst school children. This wou|d 
mean an encouragement of talents and inclinations which 
are not necessarily money-making. 

In past years, leisure has been regarded as somewhat 
criminal. Tiut the real tragedy has been the inability to

Ottawa, recently sold 19 head of ris¬ 
ing two-year-old beef cattle which 
were brought east from the ranges 
as calves in 1929. These cattle dress¬ 
ed out 61.2 per cent, for an average 
of 576 pounds each, with remarkably 
little waste. At a time when the top 
average for good steers for the week 
was $6.85 per cwt. these cattle brought 
$8. They were finished off during 
the past winter on a ration which 
raised to a maximum of 10 pounds of 
grain per day, 60 per cent, of which 
was barley, supplemented by oats, 
gluten feed and oil cake.

At least the laws of the (and will 
make clear just who is entitled to the 
honor of calling himself a Canadian. 
In the bill introduced by H. C. H. 
Cahan, Canadian nationality is the 
right of (1) any person bom in Can¬ 
ada; (2) any person bom out of 
British territory whose father at the 
time of such birth was of Canadian 
nationality. J 

In the-following qualifications the 
term “Caiiadian domicile” means five 
years residence in the case of an al¬ 
ien and two years residence in case 
of British born. No time shall be 
counted that is spent in jail, asylum 
or penitentiary. 

(3) A Canadian is a naturalized 
British subject who has Canadian 
domicile. 

(4) The wife and minor children 
of any natural bom British subject 
who themselves have Canadian domi¬ 
cile. 

• (5) A naturalized British subject 
who has Canadian domicile. 

(6) The wife of a natural British 

subject who is included with written 
consent to his naturalization, or who 
married such naturalized British sub¬ 
ject after the date of such certificate 
or who himself has Canadian domi¬ 
cile. -- 

(7) The minor children of a nat¬ 
uralized British subject, who are in¬ 
cluded in his certificate of naturaliza¬ 
tion or who were born subsequent to 
such certificate and who themselves 
have Canadian domicile.

Soil drifting becomes a problem 
when this district experiences succes¬ 
sive days of strong Chinook winds. 
The only permanent remedy seems to 
be seeding down to grasses and clov¬ 
er in order to restore the fibre to the 
soil. At the same time this fibre will 
greatly increase the moisture holding 
capacity of the soil and make it 
more productive. 

This is an opportune year in which 
to remedy such a situation. Seed of 
the common grasses can be secured 
through the Dept, of Agriculture at 
farmers’ prices if necessary. 

A good mixture is secured by use 
of sweet clover an^j western rye. 
They supply a large amount of the 
fibre so urgently needed. Farmers 
are making a small start in alfalfa 
which is the king of fodder crops. It 
provides pasture and hay of un¬ 
equalled quality and contains the con 
stituents necessary to balance farm 
grains and greenfeed to make a good 
ration.

One gram- of radium is contained in 
every six tons of the pitch blende of 
the Great .Bear Lake discovery. Tests 
of the pitch blende show that the min 
eral is nearly seventeen times as 
strong as standard Colorado carno- 
titc. . : 

While this is not necessarily a 
commercial proposition at present, 
because it may not be possible to re¬ 
fine the radium at a price as low as 
that of the Belgian Congo, yet this 
apparently is the world’s richest rad¬ 
ium field. 


Encouraging IVmand for Canadian 
W heat Helps Surplua 


In Maclean's Magazine, the revela¬ 
tions of the income tax, are exposed 
by Grattan O’Leary. He assembles 
the same old figures to bring out 
some more facts. Of the 142,000 
who paid income tax last year 72,173 
w'ere married men, and 67,862 .were 
single men, and there are 20,000 wo¬ 
men paying tax.

French Canadians of New England 
States Threatened With Deportation 


Inexhaustible Wealth and New Dis¬ 
coveries Foun in Northern 
Territory 


Between 12 and 1 I million bushels 
j of grain have been booked for export 
| shipment out of the port of Montreal 
during late April and the month of 
1 May, twice as much as hooked at this 
I'nine last year. ' J 

From 30 to 3b tramp vessels have 
been chartered already to carry the 
first shipments out of Montreal, while 
liners departing will also carry quan¬ 
tities of’ irrain. 

The bookings, declared by dealers 
to he mifst encouraging for a busy 
season, are due mostly to the pick-up 
in export grain demand during the 
j lust few weeks. This demand c ontin- 
j ued as sales Friday were estimate 
it least another million bushels. 


Canada’s fkr north holds abounding 
riches and the latest discovery is the 
wealth of radium which has been 
found on Great Bear Lake. This is 
not peculiar to the district round 
Great Bear Lake but might be also 
found ip the pre-Cambrian shield 
which covers more than 2,000,000 
square miles of Canada. 

Dr. Allan, head geologist of Alber¬ 
ta University in analyzing samples 
of the radium bearing pitchblende 
from Great Bear Lake, admitted the 
possibility of further veins of rad¬ 
ium in North Western Alberta.

30,000 have been ordered by the 
American government to return to 
Canada. They are unregistered al¬ 
iens and have made no attempt de¬ 
spite warnings, either to regularize 
their entry or to become American 
citizens. > 

In the happy-go-lucky days of 
earlier t fines, French Canadians by 
the thousands have been in the habit 
of drifting to the New Englcmd 
States to find work in the factories 
there. For generations this has been 
going on, the Canadians crossing the 
border line without any formal deal¬ 
ings with authorities. In the inter¬ 
vening years they have made homes 
for themselves on the other sides and 
liaVe been happy, hard-working citi¬ 
zens, welcomed by the States. 

Since" the unemployment situation 
has required closer checking, United 
States authorities Ij^ve issued ample 
warning that such citizens should re¬ 
cross the line, come back and be for¬ 
mally registered and thus safeguard 
their residence. The French Cana¬ 
dians however ignored the warning 
and though having lived for genera¬ 
tions in United States, they now find 
themselves unregistered in any way. 
They are therefore liable to deporta¬ 
tion, at a time when 30,000 home¬ 
coming Canadians will be difficult to 
place. . , 

A more serious element of the de¬ 
portation is that these people will 
never again be able to return to the 
States. 

An additional complication is pre¬ 
sented in the fact that if the law is 
brought into effect, it means the split 
mg up of families and communities. 
Parents may be deported, while child¬ 
ren remain. Older brothers and sis¬ 
ters are sent back, and the younger 
members be retained. 

The whole situation recalls the evi 
lion of the Acadians and the plight 
of the separated families who spent 
their lives searching for each other. 
Fortunately modem conditions would 
make an Evangeline and Gabriel sit¬ 
uation extremely unlikely.

According to the British Ministry 
of Agriculture, whereas Great Brit- 
in has taken 6000 tons less Cana¬ 
dian wheat during the first three 
months of 1931, she has increased 
her wheat imports from Soviet Rus¬ 
sia from 16,000 to 28,900 tons. 

It would be difficult to find a case 
which bitter indicated the wide di¬ 
vergence in policy between the Unit¬ 
'd Kingdom and Canada. The pres¬ 
ent British government is favorable 
to maintenance of trade relations 
with Russia, and is willing to give 
Russia preference over a British Do¬ 
minion if they believir such to be in 
the best interest of the British people 
Canada, on the other hand, has taken 
the emphatic stand that shfc_will have 
nothing to do with the Soviet Union.

The fact that the in¬ 
ternational standing of this power is 
questionable does not alter the con¬ 
tradictory nature of these policies.
